They said the reception of the 
Deutschlandsender was not nearly 
as good as the Berlin radio and 
few listened to it. 

Climax of an Old Issue. 

Demolishing the towers climaxed 
a long four-power dispute over the 
Berlin radio. , 

The station itself is in the Brit- 
ish sector. The Russians have suc- 
cessfully resisted British efforts 
to force them from the station, 
Which they took over when Berlin 
fell. When the Western powers 
came to Berlin the Russians re- 
tained control, saying the station 
was their only broadcast outlet 
to the Soviet zone. The Russians 
posted armed soldiers at en- 
trances to the building and no one 
was allowed in without a special

Henry F. Grady, United States 
Ambassador to Greece, said today 
President Truman is “quite in 
favor of continuing the whole pro- 
gram” of American aid to Greece. 
He made the statement to report- 
ers after a talk with Truman at 
the White House: 

The Ambassador estimated that 
about $400,000,000 will be needed 
to carry on the anti-Communism 
program during the next fiscal 
year, as compared with about 
$350,000,000 thfs year. 

Grady’s report that. Truman 
favors continuing gid came only a 
few days after the President gave 
Congress a report portraying a 
‘gloomy outlook for progress in 
Greece. 

Truman had. reported the drive 
to smash the Communist-backed 
guerrillas was bogged down after 
an encouraging showing earlier. 
He put part of the blame on the 
Greek army for failure to make 
a “determined effort” against the 
8 last summer. 

saying the President wants 
the aid continued, Grady added: 

“After all it is the Truman pro- 
gram.” 


The Ambassador said he told 
Truman he is “not over-optimis- 


tie about success of the program, 


but I am moderately optimistic.” 

Grady added that by late spring 
next year there will be “a defi- 
nite improvement” in the Greek 
Government's fight against the 
Communists. 

In talking about the need for 
more funds for Greece next year, 
Grady said this year’s appropria- 
tion of $150,000,000 for military aid 
probably would have to be boost- 
ed by 30 to 35 per cent “because 
of high prices.” 

“We would all be happier if the 
program had gone better,” Grady 
remarked. ‘But at least Greece 
still is a free country. It hasn’t 
been sucked under the Iron Cur- 
tain.”

Mayors’ Convention Asks 
U.S. to Wipe Out Its 
Levies on Night Chats, 
Theaters. 


The government yesterday offered 
to discuss with municipal leaders 
the possible elimination or reduc- 
tion of some federal taxes. The 
idea is to reserve them as sources 
of revenue for financially ailing 
cities, 

Secretary of the Treasury John 
W. Snyder of St. Louis offered in- 
formally, at the final session of 
the twenty-fifth annual meeting of 
the American Municipal Associa- 
tion, to “try to get together and 
work this thing out.” 

Secretary Quigg Newton of Den- 
ver quickly seized the opening. He 
announced that a conference 
would be held, probably in Febru- 
ary, “to exchange ideas on over- 
lapping taxes of the state, federal 
and local governments.” 

Only an hour before, the 500 
mayors and other city officials 
had voted unanimously to ask Con- 
gress to wipe out the federal taxes 
on night clubs, amusements and 
fadmissions. Those levies are 
“pecuilarly suited to municipal ad- 
ministration,” the resolution said. 

The association also fixed as a 
major goal of the coming year a 
campaign to open up additional 
sources of local revenue, including 
many fields now occupied by the 
states and the federal government. 
These include sales taxes, license 
taxés and levies on cigarttes, to- 
bacco, liquor, utilities and hotels.

House members investigating new 


car sales methods made ready to- 


day to turn over their findings to 
the next Congress for possible ac- 
tion against “gougers.” 

Chairman Macy (Rep.), New 
York, of the Special Investigat- 
ing Committee told reporters that 
if the automobile industry does 
not clean house Congress may be 
forced to act. 

“Without a doubt,” he said, 
“there are many questionable 
trade practices going on in the 
automobile industry.” 

Although the committee’s inves- 
tigations centered around car 
dealers in the Washington area, 
Macy said he has received over 
10,000 letters fr all over the 
country protesti against sales 
practices similar to those dis- 
closed in the hearings here. 

The Macy committee wound up 
its hearings yesterday after sev- 
eral witnesses testified that ad- 
vance deposits to get on “waiting 
lists,” by no means clinched de- 
livery of new ‘cars. 

A committee investigator testi- 
fied that one Washington dealer 
sold 109 new Fords in a six-week 
period last summer, but only 15 
went to waiting list depositors, 
while one purchaser said he had 
bought three new cars from this 
company in six months without 
getting on the list.

Little remains in the way of Mao 
Tse-tung’s red legions except the stubborn re- 
fusal of Chiang Kai-shek to take a look at the 


facts. If a coalition is brought about, it wi be 


a coalition in name only. In actuality it wit! be 
a Communist Government, as political coaliions 
with Communists in Europe have foreshown. 

The prospect of a Communist-controlled China 
is a bleak one. Its resources, particularly the 
iron ore and coal of Manchuria, would be at the 
disposal of the Russian military machine. That 
same machine would dominate a farflung sea 
coast. It would be able to deny to Japan the 
Chinese trade on which the recovery of that 
country so largely depends. Its proximity 
would strengthen Communist bids for power in 
Indochina, Malaya, Siam, Burma, Indonesia and 
India. But bleak as that outlook is, it is not 
altogether hopeless. 

A Communist China will hardly be more of a 
problem to the western democracies than China 
itself will be to the Communists. In a country 
so vast and patient that armies have been lost in 
it and conquerors have been assimilated by it, 
an ideology is put to a severe test not to be 
swallowed up and forgotten. 

This is particularly so when the ideology is 
unpopular to begin with, and that is the case 
with  Marxist-Leninist-Stalinist Communism. 
The Chinese Communists have had to compro- 
mise the party line severely all the while in 
order to make it acceptable to those Chinese 
who have gone along with them. 

If they take over the administration of the 
country, the incompatability of Communism 
with the Chinese temperament and turn of mind 
will continue to be a vexing problem to them. 

In addition to all the problems which Chiang 
Kai-shek has had in trying to govern a country 
that is still on its way to becoming a political 
entity, the Chinese Communists will—if they 
take over—be working under still another new 
disadvantage. They will be working without the 
support of the United States, and with its active 
opposition, unless this country should be more 
foolish than is believable. Russia cannot give 
them anything like comparable help, and what 
help it does give them will further drain an al- 
ready overextended Soviet power. 

It is neither grasping at a straw nor whistling 
in the dark to mention these elements of hope 
for the future in a China which displays little 
hope for the present. Russian Communist ex- 
pansionism is undertaking in China its most 
ambitious project so far. There are plenty of 
good hard-headed reasons to expect that if the 
United States plays its hand with skill and con- 
sistency, the Russian Communists’ venture in 
China will lead them to a fiasco so complete and 
so public that it will discredit Communist ideol- 
ogy and discourage Soviet imperial designs. 

To give the Russians every aid and comfort in 
arriving at that end in China should, it seems 
now, be the long-range objective of United 
States policy in the years just ahead.

Indictment of Alger Hiss 

Whether Alger Hiss is guilty or innocent, his 
indictment is, in a sense, a good thing. It serves 
to clear at least some of the foggy atmosphere 
that has hung around the Chambers spy investi- 
gations. The welter of charges and counter- 
charges before a sensation-making congressional 
committee will give way to a dignified proceed- 
ings in federal court in New York. 

This indictment presumes that the federal 
grand jury has heard evidence which convinces 
it either that Mr. Hiss is guilty of perjury or 
evidence which can be brought out at a trial 
will prove him guilty. The indictment does not, 
of course, convict Mr. Hiss. He will have just 
as much opportunity to prove his innocence as 
the Department of Justice will have to establish 
his guilt. 

The issue in the indictments is, strictly speak- 

ing, a narrow one. Did or did not this former 
high State Department official lie to the New 
York grand jury when he testified before it on 
Dec. 15, 1948? Actually, however, the testi- 
mony concerned events in 1938, so it may serve 
as one potential key to the spy case. 
Now that Mr. Hiss has been indicted, the De- 
partment of Justice, the House committee and 
all other concerned instruments of the Govern- 
ment should move on the other aspects of the 
case. The faster these many loose ends can be 
gathered up for a determination of the truth in 
court the better it will be for the country. 

This is fully confirmed by the contents of 26 
more of the missing State Department docu- 
ments which have been released from among 
the 200 belatedly produced by Whittaker Cham- 
bers. These documents dealt not only with se- 
cret information of much potential importance 
to the United States in prewar days, but with 
confidential matters concerning our probable 
allies in the event of war. 

This is a circumstance which inevitably will 
raise serious questions in other countries as to 
whether security measures in our State Depart- 
ment can be trusted. The only defensible 

is to find out who is guilty and to meas- 
ure out punishment as fully as the law allows. 
This will not repair all the damage, but it will 
go a long way toward reassurance. Moreover, 
it will serve to disprove Representative Nixon’s 
serious charge that an Administration cover-up 
is planned. 

That charge now has one big hole shot through 
it by the Hiss indictment. Attorney General 
Clark and the Administration in which he serves 
should leave nothing undone to disprove it en- 
tirely. 
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Who Wants State Medicine“? 


Because of misleading propaganda or a fail - 
ure to study it, President Truman’s national 
health insurance plan is being twisted out of 
shape. Those opposed to it are setting up a 
straw man as a target for the arrows of their 
indignation. 

More and more frequently, the plan is being 
called “state medicine.” Then the more regret- 
table aspects of public hospitals and asylums, 
military medicine and the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration are paraded as examples of what will 
happen to all medical practice if the plan is 
adopted.

What is contemplated 
is not a change in medical practice, but an in- 
surance fund which would enable all who need 
medical care to pay for it.

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Irresponsibility of the Aldermen 

“Irresponsible” is the only word for the Board 
of Aldermen’s vote to repeal the amusement tax 
and reduce the cigarette tax from 3 cents to 2 
cents.

To the contrary, it must find 
sources of additional revenue. Its income is 
running so far behind expenses that the accumu- 
lated deficit is expected to reach $3,500,000 by 
April. 

In response to the desperate need for more 
funds, the Board of Aldermen proposes to lop 
off $1,350,000 from the funds already being 
received. 

To avert any color of common sense or con- 
sistency in its decisions, the board at the same 
session passed on second reading, and referred 
to its committee on legislation, a bill to increase 
city employes’ salaries by $1,796,000 a year. 

Assuredly the pay increase is deserved, but 
how do the aldermen expect to finance it? Ac- 
cording to the aldermanic arithmetic, the way to 
enable the city government to pay $1,796,000 
more is to assure it of taking in $1,350,000 less. 

A veto by Mayor Kaufmann is the only thing 
that can prevent this financial illiteracy, and we 
trust it will be promptly applied. And on being 
saved from their folly, the aldermen should pon- 
der their responsibility to consider where they 
are going to get the money as well as how they 
are going to spend it. 
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Why the Turkish Bonus? 

Right at a time when the armed services are 
trying to justify their claims for appropriations 
approximating. 15 billion dollars, a correspon- 
dent cables the Post-Dispatch that the 275 
American military personnel on duty in Turkey 
are receiving a $13.50 per day cost of living 
bonus. This is over and above all other pay and 
allowances, and despite the fact that the cost of 
living in Turkey is as low or lower than in the 
United States, with the possible exception of 
Ankara, the capital. This makes it possible; the 
dispatch says, for an American private to receive 
more than a Turkish general, and such is some- 
times the case. 

It is easy to see how this unjustified bonus

And that will be early in the next 
session since between 80 and 90 per cent of the 
money voted last April—and meant to last until 
next July—already has been used up. 
| Granted that Europe's prime need is Ameri- 
can dollars, this certainly is no way to get them. 
The resale of commodities is not specifically for- 
bidden under ERP, but it does violate its spirit. 
American aid is intended to get European fae- 
tories going. again. Raw materials are not sent 
abroad to give Europeans a chance to make an 
unnecessary middle-man’s profit on them. Nor 
are dollars sent abroad so that they may be used 
to purchase raw materials in Latin America or 
in Canada for profitable resale in the United 
States. :

Law restricts price supports to crops in approved storage but last 
Congress refused to provide enough space; result was defeat of 
some Congressmen; Western paper argues that, to be consistent in 
its farm aid, che Government should speedily expand its granaries.

One of the issues which the new Con- 
gress will be urged to decide in a hurry 
is whether private enterprise or govern- 
ment should provide storage for the tre- 
mendous crops of corn, wheat, potatoes, 
beans and other food commodities that the 
American farmer is producing. 

The last Congress spoke its mind on the 
subject by limiting the amount of govern- 
ment-owned storage to 50,000,000 bushels. 
So the farmers helped vote out a lot of 
Congressmen. 

Storage has become one of the critical 
items in the agricultural program. Millions 


of bushels of fbod grains were piled in open 


fields after the 1948 harvest, because there 
was no place else to put them. 

Here in Colorado the storage problem 
was acute with respect to wheat, potatoes 
and beans, Nearly 50,000 bushels of wheat 
were piled in one eastern Colorado school- 
yard, and smaller quantities lay open to 
the weather on farms and even in towns, 
near elevators too full to receive more. 


The Commodity Credit Corporation used 
to have government-owned storage for 300,- 
000,000 bushels. It consisted largely of por- 
table metal granaries which the -CCC 
grouped in farm areas on land leased for 
the purpose. But the time came when the 
upkeep of these granaries was expensive 
and difficult, so for one reason or another, 
CCC sold off 250,000,000 bushels’ worth of 
storage. 


Farmers bought some of the granaries, 
garages and other small industries took 
many more, and they were even used as 
cottage camps and as individual homes by 
persons unable to obtain other housing. 
The net result was a sharp reduction in 


available storage facilities. In writing a 
permanent charter for CCC last session, 
Congress used the 50,000,000 bushels now 
owned or controlled by the Government as 
the maximum, The CCC was forbidden to 
own or lease storage in excess of that 
amount, 


The farmer waxed indignant. He was 
producing record crops. The Government 
assured him, under the price support pro- 
gram, that he would get a certain price 
for those products. But to get government 
support, he had to put his crops into ac- 
ceptable storage. And for a great deal of 
farm produce there was no storage. Thus 
the farmer felt that the Government gave 
with one hand, but took away with the 
other. 

Many members of Congress felt it was 
not the responsibility of government to pro- 
vide storage. Let private enterprise build 
warehouses and elevators sufficient to the 
need, these legislators advised, Farmer rep- 


‘resentatives replied that private interests 


profit by the restriction of storage, which 
forces farmers to sell at distress prices, 
lower than government support, to averte 
total loss on unstored commodities, 

We believe that ‘because storage is an 
essential item in the price-support program, 
the Government should complete its own 
agricultural policy by providing the storage. 
That’s not only logical] economics, it’s good 
politics and good business, 

The charter of the Commodity Credit 
Corporation should be amended by the new 
Congress to remove the crippling storage 
limitation, and it should be done promptly 
so that some progress may be made in pro- 
viding facilities before the next harvest. 


Inter-American Pact in Action 
From the New York Herald Tribune 


On Dec. 3 Costa Rica ratified the Inter- 
American Defense treaty, thereby complet- 
ing the number of states necessary to bring 
it into effect. 


This week the Council of American 


‘States; the primary organ of consultation 


under the treaty, met in Washington to 
consider charges brought by Costa Rica 
that neighboring states, notably Nicaragua, 
supported the rebellion now under way in 
the Central American country. Costa Rica 
also appealed to the Security Council of the 


United Nations. 


‘These actions brought before two inter- 
national forums a problem which has been 

7 in the Caribbean area for 
months, and which is of considerable im- 
portance to the whole American communi- 
ty of states. It is a situation which trans- 
cends the immediate issues presented by 
Costa Rica’s appeal, although it stems from 
another revolution which broke out in that 
country last March, under Col. Jose 
Figueres. 

The equities involved in the turmoil cen-

Between Book Ends 


A Quiet Chinese Novel 
THE QUEST FOR LOVE OF LAO SE by Lee Shew. 
(Reynal & Hitchcock, 306 p., 


Considering China's importance histori- 
cally and culturally, it is a downright crime 
that in four decades only a dozen of the 
novels of her contemporary writers have 
been translated and published in this coun- 
try. Lau Shaw alone has written over 20, 
and only two have been republished. Yet 
he is one of China’s best-loved writers. But 
curiously enough, the best contemporary 
Chinese novel] yet published in this country 
remains—even after this latest arrival— 
one of the first to be translated—T’ien 
Chun’s “Village in August,” the violent 
story of a guerrilla band in Manchuria, 
published here in 1942. 


Compared to that dynamic tome, Lau 
Shaw’s latest seems like a minuet in pale 
ivory. And “The Quest for Love of Lao 
Lee” also suffers by comparison with 
Shaw’s “Rickshaw Boy,” the only contem- 
porary Chinese novel that ever sold widely 
here,

TOKYO—In a world choosing 
up sides for war, American mili- 
tary men are not ignoring the 
fact that Japan has more than 
5,000,000 men of military age. 

Nobody ‘has. gone so far as to 
undertake a survey to show how 
many of these men would be fit 
for combat. Scars of the Pacific 
war are too fresh. 

Military realists, however, are 
less concerned with the fact that 
Japan's constitution renounces 
war than they are with Japan's 
military potential. 

One informed military estimate 
is that, with American arms and 
equipment, Japan could put an

The Japanese soldier 
strated in the dast war that he 
possesses the quality most appre- 
ciated by the military mind— 
obedience. 

In technical efficiency and re- 
sourcefulness, the Japanese sol- 
dier was nowhere near the equal 
of the American. Comparatively 
few Japanese know how to drive 
a truck, for example. But the 
Japanese soldier did know how 
to die. 

Japan lost 1,687,738 men killed 
in the last war. Still, by scraping 
the bottom of the barrel, Japan 
had nearly 7,000,000 men in uni- 
form when the war ended. 

Of the more than 5,000,000 men 
in Japan today between the ages 
of 20 and 30, nearly 1,000,000 are 
21 years old, and nearly 3,000,000 
are between 21 and 25. 

Japanese militarists regarded 
20-27 as the ideal age for a soldier. 
Attitude on Fighting Again. 

How would the Japanese feel 
about fighting again? 

Japanese industrialists undoubt- 
edly would like to see America 
go to war tomorrow against Rus- 
sia. They fear Communism. They 
see war with Russia, with Japan 
riding to victory on American 
coattails, as the quickest way of 
regaining Japan’s lost empire.

The New Films 


Hope's Done Better , 
-IDDING of Westerns has been the mission of several 
films lately, but it remained for Bob Hope to go all-out 
in a really broad burlesque in “THE PALEFACE,” cur- 
tently at the FOX THEATER. As long as a film has Hope 
it has life, one may be sure, and you couldn't 
call it bad. We'll content ourselves with say- 
ing that without Bob, “The Paleface” would 

be pretty awful. 

Its travesty is so broad, it’s crude. The 
comic situations, with Bob cast as his usual 
type as a braggart and coward who manages 
with great luck to come out alive and on top 

in brushes with bad men and Indians, are obvious and repeti- 
tious. Jane Russell, co-starred as Calamity Jane, a toughie 
whose six-guns save face for the quivering Painless Peter 
Potter, Hope's traveling dentist hero, has never learned to act 
even up to amateur standards, and her awkward attempts 
consti quite a drag on the movie for anyone with his mind 
on Once we have seen Miss Russell resplendent in a 
corset le, her raison d’etre ceases, at least in this movie, 
for nowhere afterwards are we treated to such a spectacle. 

However, Mr. Hope is always good for a certain number 
of laughs, and he delivers his minimum quota here, especially 
in the scenes where he dons the trappings and swagger of a 
gun-fighter hero. It’s in Technicolor. 

There is a second feature, “DYNAMITE,” with William 
Gargan and Virginia Welles. Strangely enough, it’s about

OR 20 years, come next Satur- 

day, a motorized sleigh has 

chugged nightly down Holly- 
wood boulevard during the holiday 
season, heading the famous Santa 
Claus Lane parade. During 19 of 
those years, William A. McInnis, 
as Santa Claus, has been the king- 
pin figure in the widely-ballyhooed 
proceedings. 

Mostly because of the prominent 
screen figures who have sat heside 
him, shouting greetings to the 
jam-packed sidewalk movie crowds 
from Thanksgiving through Christ- 
mas eve, MacInnis has become the 
most photographed and news- 
reeled Santa of all time. This is 
the first season, incidentally, that 
he and the Hollywood Chamber of 
Commerce have permitted more 
than a slight peek into his per- 
sonal and private life. His em- 
ployers have been shunting re- 
porters away from him for years, 
on the theory that too much pub- 
licity might ruin the illusions of 
thousands of youngsters watching 
him nightly.

A STIGMATISM is a common

Images appear to be 
blurred, especially printing and 
lights. Astigmatism usually is a
